It is impossible for any one to 
foretell complications that may -..rifie 
during our present crisis, which would 
necessitate the use of troops within tlio 
borders of our own state.

"The war in which wo are at pres- 
ent engaged is one of stupendous mag- 
nitude and one which may be ion.'? and 
drawn out.

Peculiar atrocity invests the lynching of the 
I. W. W. lawyer, Little, at Butte, Mont., by a 
small mob of masked men styling themselves 
"the vigilantes."

for heating the public mind to a state whore 
summary vengeance alone seems to appease 
the popular wrath. 
He had done no murder,

Indeed, there appears to have been 
Uo excited state of public feeling at all.

work of the mob was done quietly, with full 
deliberation and evidently in pursuit of care- 
fully laid plans.

Little, like most of his ilk, had become an 
exceedingly undesirable citizen.

Since the deportiUion of the I. W. W. agi- 
tators from Bisbee, Arizona, some weeks ago. 
threats have been freely made that reprisals 
would be taken. During the present week the 
president of the United States has been warn- 
ed that in the event of failure to promptly re- 
lease the deported men now interned in New 
Mexico under federal guard a great strike will 
be launched in the west and that a quarter of 
a million men will leave the harvests to de- 
struction in the fields and still every sound 
of industry in the ore mines now of vital im- 
portance to the government. 
Lately the con- 
spiracy to cripple the military power of the 
'United States has been carried into the Mich- 
igan copper regions. 
Agitators for the or- 
ganization have appeared in many sections not 
usually invaded by them to preach against the 
war, to counsel strikes, urge sabotage and stir 
rebellion against the neAV army law. 


All this is a situation with which the federal 
government must at length come to deal. That 
it will do so with rigor need not be doubted. 
The action of the little mob in Butte increases 
the difficulty of the situation by giving the 
I. W. W. adherents a real occasion, a genuine 
grievance, whereas they had none 
before. 
There is no danger that the organization Avill 
be able to run Butte any more than it was 
able to run Bisbee and other Arizona mininsr 
camps. 
The majority of American workers 
are American and abominate and abhor the 
L W. W. propaganda of violence, destruction 
and anarchic lawlessness. 
Yet there is the 
real threat of violent outbreaks and bloody 
«lashes in the west. 


ed in sufficient majority to follow the steps of 
the United States senate. 
The upper branch 
of congress has adopted the Sheppard resolu- 
tion to submit the question of a bone-dry con- 
stitutional amendment to the states for rati- 
fication. 
In the present state of prohibition 
sentiment in the country as well as in con- 
gress and with the salutary example of the 
senate fresh before it, it is not greatly open to 
doubt that the house will concur in the resolu- 
tion and send the big wet and dry issue to the 
states for final and complete settlement. 


The resolution, as adopted by the senate, 
embodies a provision that the states must rat- 
ify the amendment within the period of the 
next six years or the resolution will become 
invalid. 
This provision is believed by good 
lawyers to be unconstitutional, but it has been 
accepted by the prohibition advocates in the 
senate as setting up no practical barrier to the 
due arrival of a dry nation. 
They are satis- 
fied that three-fourths of the states can be got 
to ratify the amendment within the time limit. 
This doubtless is the fact. 
More than half 
the states already are either dry or have taken 
measures to become so. Indiana will pass in- 
to the prohibition column next April. 
Other 
states, where prohibition sentiment has been 
a steadily rising tide for some time will doubt- 
less join the dry procession when their legis- 
latures meet again or go still farther and rat- 
ify the federal amendment to make abolition 
of the traffic total in all the land. That is the 
end to which the traffic has been headed for 
a good many years and with steadily increas- 
ing pace within the past decade. 
Since the 
beginning of the war radical restriction and 
even complete extinction of the drink traffic 
have been strongly urged and one expedient 
or the other has been fairly well assured since 
the food control bill, of which restriction is 
an essential part, went under debate in con- 
gress. If the house should make a prompt and 
affirmative disposition of the resolution just 
adopted by the senate it would perhaps not 
so much matter about the food bill drink re- 
strictions save as war measures—which pri- 
marily they are meant to be—though what- 
ever may serve to diminish the evil will be 
useful and welcome whenever it may come. 


What the senate has done was forecasted a 
few years ago when a similar resolution was 
up, but failed because congress did not give it 
the required constitutional majority, though 
there were more votes for than against it. 
That was considered a great gain, a half-vic- 
tory, indeed ; and it was the jubilant prophecy 
of the temperance people that when congress 
should again vote upon such a resolution it 
would carry. 
Of course it is in the power of 
the house to defeat the matter, but that is re- 
garded as quite improbable. 
If 
a federal 
amendment to make the United 
States 
of 
America bone-dry goes to the legislatures of 
the states for ratification it will be ratified and 
we do not believe that will be anything like 
six years in process.

There is nothing specially to the credit of 


the city council in its declination to assume 


responsibility for action on the gasoline tank 


issue.

It is imaginable that if the state fire marsh- 
al, to whose authority the council has now de- 
ferred, should have come in here attempting 
to impose rules, regulations and procedures 
for local government that are properly the 
council's functions, there would have been a 
ready and indignant protest against invasions 
and usurpations.

As a matter of fact, the United 
States spent, during the year ending 
the 30th of June, 1916,

985 in drink, whilst the revenue on 
liquor from 
all 
sources, 
during the 
same period, amounted to $247,453,- 
543. 
Consequently, 
after 
obtaining 
this revenue, the country was still $2,- 
190,584,442 to the bad. 
This would 
leave a handsome balance of 
$190,- 
584,442 after subscribing the 
liberty 
loan over again, even if there 
were 
nothing more at stake than the mere 
waste of so huge a sum on mere sen- 
sual enjoyment. 
Indeed, as has been 
pointed out, the liquor traffic coUects 
the national revenue from the 
con- 
sumer, and charges him one thousand 
per cent, commission for the service, 
which Is equivalent to giving the col- 
lector of taxes one dollar for every ten 
cents he pays into the treasury. 


This, however, is 
only the 
begin- 
ning of the national loss. 
The 
real 
national loss has to be considered in 
the cost of the maintenance of pris- 
ons, in hospitals filled with 
diseases 
caused by drink, in the 
incalculable 
loss to the labor market, and above all 
in the gravity of the presence of a 
veritable nation of outcasts who have 
come to stand more and more beyond 
the borders of civilized society. 
A 
well known prison reformer pointed 
out not long since that one of 
the 
greatest difficulties of prison 
reform 
was the existence of a mass of h u m a n 
flotsam 
and jetsam thrown up every 
year on the streets as the prison doors 
were opened on them. 
The secret of 
reforming this flotsam and jetsam, he 
Insisted, had not yet been discovered, 
but the fact that it was added to year 
by year was one of the dangers with

system was faced. 
Now it is a well known fact, vouched

prison reform and prison life, that the 
cause of nearly 
all 
crime is drink. 
When, therefore, the drink bill of a 
nation has been paid, it constitutes on- 
ly the veriest fraction of the cost of 
that drink to the nation. 


In a few days f r o m now the repre- 
sentatives of the United States in con- 
gress will be called upon to 
decide 
whether or no the prohibition amend- 
ment to the constitution shall be sub- 
mitted to the states for ratification. 
The position of the country in 
the 
vanguard of progress will be judged 
largely by the result. 
The action of 
the house of representatives In passing 
the 
prohibition 
clauses In the 
food 
bill leaves little doubt as to the view 
of that house, and it is not believed 
that a different fate would have been 
reserved for the bill In the senate, if 
the obstructionists there had not pre- 
vented 
it from being brought 
to 
a 
vote. 
Indeed, if they had thought that 
they could defeat It, there would have 
been no need for obstruction.

all. however. If the prohibition clauses 
In the food bill had been passed Into 
law, they would have lasted only for 
the period of the war.

Save Garden Seeds for 
Next Year's Planting 


By BIDDY BYE. 


Save the ae«4! 
Among the commercial 
privileges 
which the United 
States 
has 
never 
taken from Europe la that of raising 
vegetable and flower seeds. 
Now the 
war makes importations of eeed very 
small and the United States govern- 
ment la urging every gardener to save 
seed for next year'* planting. 


As the housewlfa usually 
cathera 
the vsgetablM for',iUi«'UiMs a a d outpl 


the flowers, it is up to her to save suf- 
ficient fine seed for her 1D18 war gar- 
den. 


There is one general principle un- 
derlying the production of good vege- 
table seed, according to a government 
expert, and that is to save the seed 
from the best plants. 
Perhaps the lit- 
tle woman who superintends a back- 
yard garden patch cannot Improve on 
grrandmothfir's way 
of 
marking 
her 
choice seed producers with a bit of red 
string. 


But wise as was grandmother, .she 
lacked some valuable information. She 
did not know a thing about 
the 
im- 
portance of selecting seed according to 
the oharacter of the product desired. 
For instance, if early veget.ables are 
wanted, the 
modern 
gardener 
saves 
from the plants which produce llrst. 
He does not sacrifice 
the 
first 
long 
looked for mesa of peas to the table. 
If dwarf varieties are wanted, he saves 
seed from the shortest and not the tall- 
est plants in the row. 


It is not the amount but the careful 
choice of a little good seed which will 
make next year's war gardens a suc- 
cess. 
An ear of sweet 
corn and 
a 
handful of beans will serve to plant 
many a city plot, but It takes as much 
care to save a spoonful of the right 
seed as to save a pound of poor stuff. 


All requests made by the govern- 
ment should be taken very seriously. 
They should not be looked upon as ad- 
ditional and unnecessary war burdens, 
but as suKgestlons conoernlns [personal 
eoBtrlbiitloiui to the BftttoMl wtltor*. 


Whoever helps to save garden seeds 
fiot only cut.s down the cost of garden- 
ing, but helps also to save the victory 
for the U. S. A.

Admiral Jellicoe Explains 
Success of Germany's 
Coast Raids. 


PATROL BOATS ARE 
MUCH HANDICAPPED 


Britain Cannot Deflect Gen- 
eral Strategy to Pre- 
vent Raids. 


London, Aug. 2.—"The British navy's 
control of the nerve system of mari- 
time communications of the world at 
this juncture is more complete than 
the control exercised by the army of 
the central powers on land," said Ad- 
miral Sir John R. Jellicoe. first sea 
lord and chief of the naval staff in an 
interview with the Associated 
Press 
yesterday in which he discussed the 
submarine menace and the naval sit- 
uation at the end of the third year of 
the war. 


"That," he said, "suggests perhaps 
a train of thought which all students 
of the war might pursue with interest 
and advantage to the allied cause. 
But 
I am content at this moment merely 
to emphasize the supreme importance 
of the work which the grand fleet is 
doing under the command of Sir David 
Seatty. 


Wliy Raids Are Tosfiible. 


"You ask me why it is that German 
destroyers are able to carry out raids 
irom time to time. 
Such missions are 
entrusted to the swiftest vessels under 
the German ensign and they are car- 
ried out with every advantage on the 
teide of the Germans. 
The North sea 
Is a very big area of water. 
It is more 
than twice as large as the whole United 
feingdom 
— England, 
Scotland 
and 
l ^ l e s and Ireland—which is traversed 
py nearly 24,000 miles of railway lines. 


"The German destroyers wait for 
dark and then dash off from one of the 
•bases situated within an hour or two 
of the British coast. 
They have the 
choice of the objective against a coast 
line of great length. 
There is hardly 


£ 
point but is undefended, advantage 
avlng been taken of the immunity 
from 
bombardment 
which 
interna- 
tional law was believed, before the war 
to confer. 


Enemy Has Advantages. 


"Now mark these points: The enemy 
has the choice of night, 
when 
the 
weather and visibility are most suitable 
for its purpose. 
He puts to sea clear 
of his mine field. He can steam in a 
northerly, westerly or southerly 
di- 
rection. 
Airci-aft are used for recon- 
naisance so as to gain information of 
the movement of the British patrol 
forces. The Germans have the further 
advantage of being able to fire at every 
craft, which comes within sight, the 
moment it is sighted. 


"What is the popition of the British 
patrol whose vigilance has been subjected 
to three years of unceasing strain? Offi- 
i?ers have many duties to carry out apart 
•from punishing these 'tip and run' raid- 
ers. 
They never know wlien the enemy 
ships will break out or where they will 
go at their highest speed and in the 
darkness they have to discriminate be- 
tween friend and neutral on the one hand 
ind foe on the other hand before they 
5re. 


No Military Gain. 


"Despite the advantage which the Ger- 
mans enjoy no raid has resulted in the 
slightest military gain to Germany or 
loss to England. Such a policy cannot be 
pushed successfully unless the enemy is 
prepared to support his destroyers with 
stronger forces—in 
other 
words, risk 
Bome portion of his high sea fleet—and 
^.hu8 the menace of our grand fleet oper- 
ites. 


"We deplore the loss of life among iion- 
iombatants but after all we are engaged 
in a war wherein tlie freedom of the 
world depends and we cannot deflect our 
Btrategy from its main purpose. That is 
what the Germans hope to effect and they 
have failed. At the same time perhaps T 
may add that since the exploits of the 
'Swift' and 'Broke' the enemy has at- 
tempted no raid on ihe British coast. 


The Submarine Bases. 


"This leads me to say a few words as 
to the destroyer and submarine ba-sos on 
the Belgian coast which are in the occu- 
pation of the Germans. 
One is Ostend, 
the other is Zcebnigge. 
The 
(iermans 
have applied to this 
lengtii of 
B a n d - 
fringed coast the same principle of inten- 
Bive fortification as higher up on the 
North sea and the island of Heligoland. 
The coast is studded 
with higii guns 
which in themselves constitute infinitesi- 
mal targets at a. range of more than 20,- 
000 yards on whirii any 
bombardment 
could be carried out. 


"Moreover the enemy has not been 
slow to make fullest use of aircraft and 
smoke 
screcns by way of 
protection. 
Ostend offers the l)est target but it can 
only be attacked a trare intervals when a 
favorable combination of wind, weather 
aod Ma condit ions can be attained. Zee- 
brugge, in the real sense of tlie word, is 
not a naval base but merely an exit from 
the inland port of Bruges, with which it 
is connected by a wide, deep-water canal. 
There is little to hit at Zeebrugge. Still, 
[ hope that the problem which the Bel- 
gian coast presents is not iinsolvable."

The General's Statement. 


At the end of the first day's inspec- 
tion, General Pershing said: 


"Our principal concern Just now. of 
course, is to perfect the army organiza- 
tion. 
This is a big task, but It is 
moving along smoothly and in a most 
satisfactory manner. 


"The work at certain ports of disem- 
barkation 
is 
well started. 
Railroad 
material is coming over as rapidly as 
can be arranged. 
The progress we 
have made thus far with the assistance 
of the French is a source of great sat- 
isfaction to me. 
Billets and training 
ground for men are as well located as 
could be expected at this time of the 
year when space is limited by crops in 
the fields. 


Promises Portable Barracks. 


"After these are removed we will 
have plenty of space for lodging and 
training the divisions that are to come. 
Some of the places where men are now 
sleeping are not all that could be de- 
sired, but this soon will be remedied 
by the construction of portable bar- 
racks. 
Training is progressing very 
well with the assistance of the French." 


General Pershing was untiring in 
his inspection of the training area. 
He inquired into every phase of the 
men's daily life, the character and the 
quantity of their food, even to the dis- 
position of garbage, which he found 
was going to French farmers who were 
delighted to obtain it. 


They take advantage of every sort of 
refuse containing fat. General Persh- 
ing found the American soldiers and 
the French villagers living together 
in the greatest amity. 
He inquired 
about the washing for soldiers and 
found that they nearly 
all 
washed 
their own clothes in the village wash- 
houses erected along running streams, 
the villagers washing on one bank and 
the soldiers on the other.

amendment providing that the con- 
stitutional amendment shall be Inop- 
erative unless ratified by three-fourths 
of the states within six years from the 
date of its submission. 


All Amendments Fail. 


The senate's action came after three 
days' debate. All efforts to amend the 
resolution failed except for the addi- 
tion of Senator Harding's amendment 
fixing the six years' time limit within 
which three-fourths of the states must 
ratify the amendment to make it ef- 
fective. 
This was approved, 56 to 23. 


As adopted, the resolution, which 
was submitted by Senator Sheppard, 
of Texas, democrat, would add the fol- 
lowing article to the federal constitu- 
tion: 


"The manufacture, sale 
or 
trans- 
portation 
of 
intoxicating 
liquors 
within the importation thereof into, or 
the exportation thereof from the Uni- 
ted States and all territory subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof for beverage 
purposes Is hereby prohibited. 


"This article shall be inoperative un- 
less It shall have been ratified as an 
amendment to the constitution by the 
legislatures of the several states, as 
provided in the constitution, within six 
years from the date of the submission 
thereof to the states by the congress. 


"The congress shall have power to 
enforce this article 
by 
appropriate 
legislation."

This was perhaps ! 
due partly to the heavy rain which 
continued without cessation since last 
night, filling shell holes with water 
and turning the terrain into a deep 
mud, over which It is difficult to fight. 
The German guns, however, many of 
which had been withdrawn to posi- 
tions further back before the rain be- 
gan, have been carrying on a steady 
bombardment, especially against the 
territory captured by the allies on the 
northern side of the Ypres salient, but 
their firing has been more or less er- 
ratic, because of the storm, 
which 
blocked the work of the observation 
officers.

Due to the complete preparations made 
for yesterday's assault the British casual- 
ties have not been excessive but the con-

o'clock last night all British wounded 
had been collected and brought back to 
emergency stations.

alone. Prussians, Bavarians and Saxons 
all ha'^; been giving tiieir number to 
swell the total captured and no more 
dejected appearing men have been seen 
in British prison stations stnce the begin- 
ning of the war. Particularly noticeable 
was the scarcity of veteran non-commis- 
sioned ofTicers and the large number of 
young men from the 1918 class who are 
nothing more than raw recruits.

veteran of many battles freely expressed 
his contempt of these youngsters who. he 
said, lacked stamnina to stand up ur^'r 
the hardships of war, and could i\ g dc 
depended upon in a tight place sr / 
as 
they found themselves facing yes!# day. 


A majority of these prisoners «Ivere a 
miserable, sorry 
looking 
lot, many of 
them suffering from internal complaints 
cavised by 
exposure, and the 
majority 
from hunger. 
Few of them have any 
hopes of Germany winning the war, and 
one officer ventured the opinion that the 
time of the fatherland's downfall was 
near at hand. 
He based his opinion on 
the scarcity of men, and certainly boyish 
faces now in prison camps appear to be 
indicative of a lack of human material.
